The Play. 

Bast opened the three of clubs, 
it now looks as though the only 
chance the declarer has to make 
his sxrand slam in No Trump is to 
fet a break in diamond, but the 
declarer decided that there were 
two ways that he might make the 
hand, First, that his seven hearts 
fo the queen jack ten nine would 
nick up the outstanding hearts, 
and if this did not work he would 
then have’ to Jook ta a diamond 
break, Therefore the declarer’s 
play was the king of hearts from 
dummy, West playing the ten, of 
clubs aad the deghirer won the 
trick with the king of hearta im- 
mediately returning the ace of 
clubs and discarding the ace of 
hearts from dummy. Now the 
queen of hearts was dud by the 
declarer and a small diamond dis- 
carded from) dummy., 

Declarer now knew that. the 
hearts would break and led the 
jack of hearts, East discarding 4 
club and the declarer’ discarding 
the queen of spades from dummy, 


Two more rounds of hearts were 


taken by the declarer, n club and 
a spade being discarded hy East 
and the ace and king of spades 
heing discarded by the dummy. 
The declarer then tried for 4 
spade brenk and led the jack — of 
spades, discarding a small din- 
mont from the dummy. The nine 
of spades picked up the last spade 
from the opponents, The declarer 
then cashed his good spade, the 
four and five of hearts and then 
led the seven of dinmands to the 
dummy’s ace, the only trick dum- 
my won being the ace of dia- 
monds snd the declarer, by clever= 
ly unblocking, had made his von- 
tract of seven No Trump.

. CONSTITUTION 


TO BE SUBMITTED TO A 


_ PLEBISCITE 


Lisbon, May 28. 

Sweeping changes which herald 
the ond of the ‘Dictatorship are 
proposed {n a new constitutional 
law whichis to be isaued throug- 
out the country to-day—the alxth 
anniversary of the establishment 
of the Dictatorship of Gencral 
Carmona, 


Referring to the now form of 
Democratic Government to he 
adopted, the new Inw proposes that 
the party system of Government 
shall bo substituted by a National 
Assembly, the representatives of 
which shall) number 90, They 
would be elected for n term of four 
years, but would be invested only 
with legislative powera. 


The Preaident of the Republic 
would be elected by direct suffrage 
for aterm of seven yoars, would be 
tnvested with independent powers, 
and be responsible for the forma- 
tion of the Government, A Con- 
sultative National Council would be 
attached to the Presidency. 


Tho new law, states the Decree, 
is submitted to the appreciation of 
the public, and will be followed by 
a national plebiscite in order that 
the Wishes of .the nation may be 
consulted before the new constitu. 
tion comes into force,

SANITARY BOARD 


“A meeting of tho Sanitary 

Bonrd was held yesterday: after- 
noon, with Mr, G. R. Sayer, the 
President, inthe chair, other pre- 
sent being the Hon. Mr. H. T.

Except on the Peak, refuse is 
not removed at night. It is con-
